One can readily see from the foregoing 
brief sketch the complex and varied forces 
work form parochial-school system 
systems the United States, and 
may good thing have such differen- 
tiation, especially insofar individual 
initiative thus given chance create 
and develop progressive school practices. 
But precisely this point that 
seems that new emphasis now needed. 

This new emphasis would consist the 
collection, organization, distribution, and 
application best current practice the 
Catholic-school administration. 
Through research evaluation would 
possible even develop new procedures 
from existing ones.

Questions You Ask 


Let consider few these problems 
facing Catholic educators today which can 
classified under the term school admin- 
istration such finance, buildings, organ- 
ization, records, and such closely related 
fields curriculum and supervision. 

What considered best practice 
the matter school organization for 
the parish school the big city and 
the small town rural area? Where the 
literature, research, even the statis- 
tical summaries, will find this infor- 
mation even for current practices some 
cases? the Catholic junior-high-school, 
the all-city high-school, the all-city 
parochial-school district feasible? Where 
are they operation and what are the 
results? How many Catholic educators 
have dug into the theses, studies, and other 
sources summarize and bring date 
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all the information available parochial- 
school organization exists throughout 
the land? course, one can cite few 
texts, few theses, few articles, and 
some graduate schools where attempt 
has been made start this work and 
where good work has been accomplished 
but very restricted basis. 

have sufficient knowledge our 
Catholic-school building problems such 
their cost, utility, efficiency, use, need, 
condition, architecture, and maintenance? 

parish pastor Iowa contemplates 
school building does have available 
for his guidance the best 
practices only his neighboring 
diocesan school-building experiences, 
does have access organized liter- 
ature based years careful research 
and study this problem students 
this field? there available tested and 
evaluated body knowledge dealing with 
Catholic-school buildings? While the an- 
swer partly obvious some would qualify 
their comment this and other deficien- 
cies mentioned this paper pointing 
out that there need for even status 
quo information parochial-school build- 
ings, organization, financing, and other 
administrative problems. 

Such critics would admit that while 
might interesting for Catholic-school 
administrators study evaluate 
parochial-school building procedures, most 
such details could left competent 
architects and contractors. The value 
such information them would small 
and its need not apparent, least not 
sufficiently justify the energy 
required acquire it. 

Probably the clearest indication the 
need for such information based the 
previously mentioned beginning grad- 
uate and other studies and the in- 
creasing interest Catholic graduate 
schools. 

One might even cite the tremendous 
amount organized knowledge public 
education, medicine, law, engineering, and 
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other fields establish our need for 
similar effort. 


Plan Before You Build 


Another and very strong point favor 
the need for further study 
found the citation instances where 
the existence nonexistence tested 
body knowledge and awareness 
nonawareness best practice based 
pooled experience resulted marked gains 
losses educational opportunity for 
Catholic-school children. 

Let back the contemplated 
school the Iowa pastor and ask 
not important know past and present 
community population trends based 
cumulative census records 
building constructed, order that 
may not too large too small. Will 
present future trend the secondary 
curriculum such growing public 
request for certain commercial subjects 
have effect the building, even 
limit its future usefulness? building 
suitable for junior-high-school type 
organization promises greater educational 
return, should not such building 
provided the basis existing evaluated 
evidence? 

Now the final answers some these 
questions have not yet been found 
public education where great amounts 
money and time have been expended 
them, but certainly progress has been made 
and buildings are being built fit popula- 
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tion needs more efficiently than 100 years 
ago and fit curriculum and organization 
requirements because more known today 
about these problems than ever before. 

The parochial schools need and can 
profitably use more objectively obtained 
evidence the organization and admin- 
istration their institutions supple- 
ment the worthy teaching they are 
now doing. 

conclude glancing over what has 
been done the field financing the 
parochial school, one finds some able 
studies now beginning appear topics 
such federal aid, and the financing 
transportation. But how are tuition fees 
collected, and what sort financial 
accounting and reporting system best? 
Are procedures which are proved 
best made available other schools? Can 
render satisfactory and convincing 
financial accounting our supporters, the 
parents and tuition payers? the matter 
equipment, supplies, texts, and library 
books, how does the expenditure compare 
with the result? Are interested, are 
trying find out, not worth while? 


What Best Practice?

Vocational Curriculum 


Catholic High School Brother 


1930 when the depression began 

eliminate boys high-school age from 
gainful employment, the secondary schools, 
especially the Catholic secondary schools, 
had new problems consider. The boys 
had remain school, and the schools 
had provide courses adapted their 
interests and capacity. 

The Xaverian Brothers Mt. St. Jos- 
eph’s High School Baltimore realized 
that, though they provided four-year 
academic course and two-year business 
course for students who elected the latter 
type training the last two years 
high school, there still remained need, 
especially for that percentage boys 
whose interests lie more along mechanical 
than professional business careers. 

became apparent that the number 
failures the first two years, particularly 
the first, was very large. The faculty its 
meetings discussed its problems and con- 
cluded that Catholic high school its 
aim should serve all Catholic boys 
who seek higher education. 

The school made study its failures 
and withdrawals; sought remedy, too, 


for the retarded group. This group when 
classed with students the upper mental 
level necessarily impedes their progress. 
was found that the study would 
incomplete without the co-operation the 
homes the pupils for whom the study 
was being made. solicit the aid the 
homes the school addressed them the 
following questionnaire, introduced 
plea for frankness with the assurance that 
the answers would not published:

The Academic Course 


The required subjects the regular 
course are: English (4),* 
mathematics (2), social studies (2), 
sience (2), foreign language (2). Elec- 
tives (4) chosen from: 
mathematics, social studies, and foreign 
languages. 


Business-English Course 

Required subjects: English (4), mathe- 
matics (1), social studies (2), science (1). 
Commercial electives (5) chosen 
typewriting, shorthand, business 
bookkeeping. Other electives 
(3) may chosen from: foreign language, 
mathematics, science, and social studies. 


The General Course 


The new general course has the same 
tequired subjects and the same number 
course. addition offers three units 
major electives mechanical arts; two 
units minor electives social studies 
and foreign language; and three units 
other electives chosen from: mathe- 
matics, science, foreign language, com- 
mercial subjects.

Essentials Teaching Religion 


Rev. Felix 


Sisters the Convent were heart- 
broken. Marjorie, their prize pupil 
religion, was married divorced man 
the Unitarian church. think that 
all people should capable 
doing such thing! Marjorie had won 
annually the gold medal religion. For 
two years succession she had even won 
first prize the diocesan contest reli- 
gion, and now have her end thus. The 
Sisters could not understand. 

Yet, perhaps, the good Sisters should not 
have been surprised. Throughout the eight 
years that Marjorie had been their 
school the teachers had been stressing 
primarily and almost exclusively the 
knowledge factor religion. Their teach- 
ing was inspired the heresy that knowl- 
edge goodness. 


Old Heresy 


But must fair these Sisters. 
They are not all the originators that 
heresy. This heresy happens old 
the human race. Satan was guilty 
that heresy when tempted Eve 
commit her first sin: 

The woman said: “Of the fruit the tree 
(of knowledge good and evil) which 
the midst paradise, God hath commanded 
that should not eat; and that should 
not touch lest die.” Then the serpent 
said the woman: “No, you shall not die 
the death. For God doth know that what 
day soever you shall eat thereof, your eyes 
shall opened, and you shall gods 
knowing good and evil.” And the woman saw 
that the tree was good eat, and fair 
the eyes, and delightful behold; and she 
took the fruit thereof; and did eat, and 
gave her husband who did eat (Gen. 
3:3-8). 

The same heresy has been repeated down 
through the ages. the heresy that 
largely represents the philosophy our 
public-school system, and, sad say, 
the same heresy has not been inoperative

our Catholic schools. Much our 
teaching religion seems based 
upon the belief that knowledge the main 
thing; whereas, among the factors that 
control human conduct (habits, ideals, and 
knowledge), knowledge the least impor- 
tant factor, while habits are the most 
important and ideals attitudes are 
second importance. 

St. Bonaventure’s definition Faith 
might assist all teachers religion 
giving proper attention all three factors. 
St. Bonaventure defines Faith thus: Fides 
non est aliud nisi habitus quo intellectus 
noster voluntarie captivatur obsequium 
Christi. This definition recalls plainly the 
text from St. Paul: “Bringing into captiv- 
ity every understanding unto the obedience 
Christ” Cor. 10:5). With St. Bona- 
venture, Faith primarily habit 
which our intellect voluntarily capti- 
vated for the service Christ. The 
intellect not ignored, but related 
properly the will. 

Let none feel too secure with 
regard avoidance the heresy that 
knowledge goodness. preserved 
from this heresy must keep mind 
the fact that Religion not merely some- 
thing learned. Rather, something 
lived. The end objective all 
instruction implanting and developing 
love which moves the individual action. 

Christ stresses the need deeds rather 
than mere knowledge even words: 
“My meat the will of. Him who 
sent me” (John 4:34); always the 
things that please Him” (John 8:29); 
“Not everyone that saith me, Lord, 
Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
Father who heaven; but that doth 
the will Father who heaven, 
shall enter into the kingdom heaven” 
(Matt. 7:21). 

Modern psychology likewise insists 
the importance ideals and habits for 
shaping our lives. What Professor Rudolph 
Allers says (Psychology Character, 
190) the training natural virtues 


just true the training the 


natural moral virtues: 


The great business training (in the 
natural virtues) 
the child the best and noblest possible 
secondly, get that ideal stamped into his 
mind the concrete form sound prin- 
ciples; thirdly, firmly establish the 


habit acting according those principles 


that will last for the rest his life. 


Predominance Habits 

you wish find out for yourself 
what that responsible for what 
you do, analyze any one hour your 
waking day discover the springs your 
actions. course, when try trace 
the causes our actions are ventur- 
ing into complex field, where not 
possible compute with mathematical 
exactness. Yet make bold say that the 
results your findings may read some- 
thing like this: Your habits are responsible 
for per cent your actions; your ideals 
(or attitudes) motivate per cent your 
actions; while your ideas (or principles) 
motivate only per cent your actions. 
all know enough get heaven, but 
only those who put that knowledge 
into practice through good habits, shall 
ever get there. 

case any you think that 
exaggerating the importance habits you 
might consult the psychologist who still 
considered our best authority 
formation, William James. 
Talks Teachers (pp. 65, 66), Professor 
James says: 

Ninety-nine hundredths or, 
hundred and ninety-nine thousandths our 
activity purely automatic habitual, 
from our rising the morning our lying 
down each night. Our dressing and undress- 
ing, our eating and drinking, our greetings 
and partings, our hat raisings and giving way 
for ladies precede, nay, even most the 
forms our common speech, are things 
classed reflex actions. each sort 


impression have automatic, ready- 


made response. 
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far are thus mere bundles 
habit, are stereotyped creatures, imitators 
copiers our past selves. And since this, 
any circumstances, what always 
become, follows first all that 
teacher’s prime concern should 
into the pupil that assortment 
that shall most useful him 
throughout life. Education for behavior, 
habits are the stuff which behavior 
consists. 


you will agree with recognizing 
the importance habit you will have 
serious fault with the Catechism used 
most widely the United States today, 
this Catechism does not even mention 
moral habits. The book defines the 
three theological virtues but says not 
about the moral virtues, though 
define sin exact detail. 

remedy this serious defect large 
number teachers have been collaborat- 
ing for five years under the auspices the 
Catholic University preparing Cate- 
chism that would justice what 
teaching religion. this Cate- 
chism entitled Catholic Faith (published 
Kenedy and Sons, New York) 
brought out under the supervision the 
Catholic University America, the sub- 
training virtue given three 
times much space given sin.

With regard the third essential 
the teaching religion; namely, the 
knowledge factor, must keep mind 
the all-important truth expressed quite 
simply St. Francis Assisi: “We know 
only much do.” 

gain time for our discussion shall 
confine myself examination what 
must make moral knowledge our 
own. Another reason for giving special 
attention moral knowledge that the 
battle today being fought chiefly 
the morality front. 

true that know only much 
made any moral truth our own unless 


can produce the evidence that have 
taken these four steps: (1) That know 
the truth abstract way; (2) admit 
it; (3) accept it; and (4) live it. 

Let explain briefly what mean 
each these four steps. The first step, 
mere knowing, calls for more than 
verbatim recitation truth that has 
been understood abstract way. Learn- 
ing the answers the Catechism heart 
might seem sufficient many teacher. 
Yet not really know what know 
only heart. The Jewish student 
Catholic college who won the gold medal 
religion, knew great deal the 
content heart. could recite from 
memory all that was required the 
course, and could explain also the 
meaning all that recited. Cardinal 
Newman would say that this boy had 
only notional apprehension religion, 
and was far from giving real assent. 

There are those who think that most 
contests religion more than check 
the first step. not all difficult 
check the performance this first 
step; yet important for the teacher 
religion check thus the obligatory 
prayers and the wording what are the 
essential truths religion. 

The second step, that is, admitting the 
moral truth, calls for recognizing the moral 
truth valid theoretically. The Jewish 
girl the Sisters’ Academy had monthly 
Mass said for success her studies, and 
thus gave evidence that she admitted the 
power the Mass. Yet teacher 
religion would satisfied with her atti- 
tude because the girl never assisted 
Mass. the girl’s way thinking the 
Mass merely worked like charm. 

The teacher religion must check 
whether her pupils have taken this second 
step. can well imagine pupil glibly 
reciting the eighth Commandment, “Thou 
shalt not bear false witness against thy 
neighbor,” yet not know all what moral 
truth expressed these words. will 
necessary for the teacher find ways 
and means checking whether the boy 
recognizes the moral law that never under 
any circumstances permits the 
lie. 

The third step, that is, accepting the 
moral truth, demands that the pupil make 
this truth part his own personal con- 
victions. continue the illustration 
hand, the zealous teacher will wish 
check whether the pupil has really made 
this law part his personal conviction: 
may under circumstance ever tell 
lie.” secure this evidence the teacher 
will find helpful have her pupils 
discuss orally writing, case studies 
dealing with their own life situations. For 
instance, the teacher might propose the 
class the following case: 

very poor boy taking exam- 
ination for college scholarship. can- 
not pass the examination without cheat- 
ing, and therefore cheats. this boy 
permitted write the end his exam- 
ination: give word honor have 
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not used unfair means this exam- 
ination”? 
Living Moral Truth 

The fourth step, living the moral truth, 
calls for our pupils’ living day day, 
God’s law. While the conscientious teacher 
will feel obliged check the performance 
this last step, she must recognize both 
the difficulty this task and the limita- 
tions her rights this respect. shall 
venture formulate for the teacher this 
working rule: The teacher religion must 
check the results her religious teach- 
ing far she may without trespassing 
upon the rights the child. might add 
that the teacher may check tactfully and 
prudently obligatory external observ- 
ances.

Parochial School Established 
.1851, land was purchased the 
northwest corner Grand Avenue and 
Wallace Street, for the purpose erecting 
church, school, and parochial residence 


‘in the newly formed parish known 


St. Patrick’s. this property stood 
wooden schoolhouse, built the early 
40’s. occupied the site desired for 
the new church, was moved back 
the spot where now stands. This became 
St. Bridget’s School, later St. Patrick’s, 
and formed the nucleus the new 
parochial school. large gold cross was 
placed over its cupola, where remains 
this day, the only cross over any 
the school buildings. 

The following year, 1852, Father 
Matthew Hart assumed the duties 
pastor the new parish. 
set about the accomplishment three- 
fold task: the erection the church, the 
organization the parish, and open- 
ing the school. had 
teachers, Mr. Patrick Morrisey Miss 
Eliza Meagher, both whom been 
educated Ireland. They 
teaching Lancastrian school the 
city, and gladly accepted positions the 
new school. Mr. Morrisey charge 
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the boys, and Miss Meagher was 
appointed instruct the girls. 


The growth the parish was rapid and

The Advantages 


The school has expanded greatly since 
1880, till the present time there are 
thirty-one classrooms. addition there 
are four special rooms, each fully equipped 
and furnished the expense the city. 
These include workshop, where boys are 
instructed various kinds woodwork; 
domestic-science room, affording excellent 
advantages for the girls; open-window 
room where children suffering from heart 
and lung ailments receive special care; 
opportunity room for those who are 
mentally deficient. 

All the school buildings, four 
number, are leased the city annual 
rental eight thousand dollars. The 
parish attends all building repairs, but 
case improvements alteration the 
parish and the city share the responsi- 
bility. The cost furnishing, equipment, 
school supplies, fuel, gas, and electricity 
(for school purposes), salaries the 
Sisters, and the school custodians borne 
the city. Through this arrangement, 
the parish relieved the ordinary 
burden natural parochial school, 
which this case would very great. 
The salaries the Sisters are paid directly 
the Community the board, and 
through this arrangement, the convent 
self-sustaining, thus relieving the parish 
that additional 

The children partake all the benefits 
and privileges dispensed the city its 
public schools. Textbooks and stationery 
are furnished them, are also the play- 
ground equipment, and that prescribed 
the board for interschool athletics.

Material for glee-club 
work also furnished, but instruction and 
direction are given one the regular 
teachers the school. Instruction art 
and music given the teachers under 
strict supervision supervisors 
appointed the board. The school con- 
forms the course studies and observes 
the time schedule prescribed the board. 
All religious teachers are fully certified 
the state department education and are 
members the Connecticut State Teach- 
ers Association. 


The Disadvantages 

Religious training was the main purpose 
establishing the school, and various 
ways were tried provide religious in- 
struction without conflicting with the pro- 
gram the public school. The most satis- 
factory plan was have the children come 
one-half hour before the time 
entrance stated the rules the board. 
That custom still prevails, though times, 
the interruptions forces 
render difficult observe. school 
officials, the interest athletics, 
health checkups and similar matters 
assemble the school for reports, the 
children must consulted, they are taken 
from the classroom, often losing the entire 
instruction. 

Formerly when Sister was withdrawn 
from the school she was replaced an- 
other Sister, there being agreement such 
procedure. That has been changed lately, 
due the number nontenure teachers 
who were dropped from the regular list and 
placed the waiting list. Sister had 
secured her tenure previous her entrance 
into religion, there was little difficulty 
appointing her the position. not, she 
would replaced one the list 
waiting teachers, regardless creed. There 
are several non-Catholic, and two Jewish 
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teachers the school present. That 
they are not qualified give Catholic 
religious instruction evident. The Cath- 
olic lay teachers are not obliged give 
for the time 
appointed for this work much earlier 
than that appointed for them report 
their rooms. The handicap under which 
the children are instructed religion 
plainly great one; however the untiring 
zeal the Sisters Mercy face 
major difficulties has been highly pro- 
ductive along spiritual lines.

And say again, introduce what 
good and will read with vim. One has 
learn what read, well how read! 
You have accused subscribing and 
reading very few Catholic newspapers. Well, 
until our English teacher acquainted with 
them last fall, had never even heard 
such publications the Brooklyn Tablet and 
the London Catholic Herald. just didn’t 
know then.

when children play, they are growing. 

“Come over house and play,” 
the rallying cry children the world over;

WPA Toy Loan Project 


Faced with the necessity employing its 
workers, but unable compete with private 
industry, the WPA finds city recreation 
open and arable field. The origin the 
Toy Loan Project already legendary, being 
attributed case worker Philadelphia 
agency, playground instructor Los 
Angeles beach, and also the University 
the City New York; whatever its source, 
achieved such success Los Angeles that 
similar projects have mushroomed other 
parts the country. There are Toy Loans 
Cleveland, Chicago, Milwaukee, Racine, 
and Kenosha, well New York, Phila- 
delphia, and Los Angeles. 

Since February, 1938, the Toy Loan 
Milwaukee has collected from householders, 
clubs, schools, churches, social organizations, 
Boy and Girl Scouts, Junior Red Cross, 
Unions, P.T.A.’s, and merchants, 38,612 used 
and broken toys. Whatever beyond repair 
dismantled and laid away mend some 
other toy; there are now 15,807 toys 
circulation the twelve Toy Loan Centers 
and around the city Milwaukee. From 
the unfinished room the seventh floor 
Milwaukee’s Court House, where the collec- 
tion and repair toys was begun, the 
Project has grown fill the three-story 
building the lower east side which houses 
the toy repair shop, doll hospital, washing 
and sterilizing units, paint shop covering 
whole floor, and Toy Loan Center Number 
One, where the neighborhood children come 
for the toys they want. This center was 
opened April, 1938; the second was 
opened May, the third June, two more 
July. hoped that keeping with the 
custom opening one Center there 
will soon enough Centers supply all 
Milwaukee children. 

average 1,500 toys necessary 
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stock Toy Loan Center; the people 
some neighborhoods have taken upon them- 
selves collect enough toys stock 
center for their children. When toys are 
collected this way and designated for 
particular Center, they are considered the 
that Center.

requisite quite incomplete. 

Art valuable subject the child, and 
inclined refute such statement, look 
the world about us; the natural world, 
with its seasons, its wealth beauty and 
color, its gay, somber, threatening, 
brisk, peaceful, silent; its skies, fantasies 
clouds, stars, sun, moon, and kaleidoscopic 
colors; its mountains, lakes, trees, flowers, and 
birds.

Figures, Objects, Color, Design, Lettering, 
Poster Arrangement, Pictorial 


Composition, Illustration 


Figure Drawing: its three forms 
presentation, the stick figure, loop figure, 
which tend the more realistic contour 
the human body, and the squared figure, for 
odd characterizations.

The Triadic Har- 
mony, including three colors, which form 
equilateral triangle the color wheel.

The Split Complementary Harmony, the three 
colors which are touched triangle with 
base equal one half its height. The point 
touches one complementary color, while the 
base takes color either side the corre- 
sponding. complement. There 
groups color combinations this harmony. 


the colors and harmonies mentioned 
above, are well understood our elementary 
pupils the time they leave for their sec- 
ondary education, our task will splendidly 
accomplished. 

Design: The seven motifs design were 
mentioned, the definite foundation for all 
types and forms this division art.

Though 
strictly physical its nature, factor 
determining physical, mental, moral, and 
social attitudes. 


What Good Posture? 


are speaking habitual posture. This 
word posture has been carelessly used, 
“well shaken before taking.” posture 
mean physical position which assumed 
naturally that becomes habitual. Posture 
habits modify the cartilages, the muscles, and 
nerves well mental and social attitudes. 

For example, stooped habit posture 
very definitely involves slight flattening 
the larger spinal vertebrae the forward 
side, compacting the cartilaginous pads 
between them, stretching and permanent 
lengthening the back muscles, and 
accommodation the nervous system this 
awkward position. involves flattened chest 
with shallow breathing, overload and 
restriction the heart action, pressure 
resisting the stomach movements, general 
pushing and compression all the 
internal organs and, with all, growing 
habit accepting the resulting feeling 
depression and lowered vitality something 
inevitable. 

the other hand, habitual erect posture 
involves automatic poising the body 
weight upon the spinal column, kept perfect 
balance minimum activity the back 
muscles. The shoulders fall backward and 
downward their own weight, chest ex- 
panded, abdomen flattened, breathing deep, 
and all the internal organs have full space 
for free and vigorous functioning; all which 
gives rise consciousness physical well- 
being and feeling vigor and energy. 
This erect posture, when habitual, one 
nature’s most effective preventives lassitude 
and ailments many kinds and most 
important factor practical efficiency and 
the joys living. 

The carry-over these physical postures 
mental and social attitudes obvious 
deeply embedded our very language. 
Such expressions poise, well balanced, up- 
right, levelheaded, straight, backbone, and 
even chesty, applied character traits are 
derived from the physical posture character- 
istics which almost invariably accompany and

Seating Influences Posture 
Well-designed seats make 
posture the most natural, comfortable, and 
least fatiguing. With their aid erect sitting 
becomes habitual with the very minimum 
effort and supervision.

Economy Good Seating 


Catholic schools are for the most part out- 
standing for their high standards house- 
keeping, for their intolerance unclean class- 
disfigured dilapidated equipment. 
important factor the maintenance 
these high standards, the success and 
economy preserving them, the quality 
the equipment installed. Seating equipment 
particularly should very carefully selected 
with reference its durability. durability 
this connection mean not primarily the 
amount abuse that will stand before 
breaking down, but the wear that will 
endure before losing its original attractiveness, 
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character, and use values. There shoddily 
made furniture which superficially looks very 
much like the best made. But there are great 
differences the likelihood breakage, 
the tendency joints work loose, 
hinges and swivels become noisy and 
troublesome, and the amount service 
that finishes will withstand before becoming 
unsightly refinishing. “You 
can’t tell looking it,” but there are 
performance tests which with high degree 
accuracy measure the serviceability 
equipment. 

There are many apparently insignificant 
details workmanship which through the 
long years that seating equipment expected 
serve have much with the attitudes 
which children develop toward their school 
and schooling. Such little things exposed 
screwheads sharp edges metal which 
sometimes scratch and tear, badly finished 
harsh corners, splintering tendencies wood 
parts, unsightly joints and defects invite 
pencils, pocketknives, and mischief. The very 
feel and look piece 
furniture, the evidence care and sincerity 
the making it, however simple and un- 
pretentious the piece may be, imparts feel- 
ing genuineness, respect for honesty and 
truthfulness little things, and contributes 
least little something hatred shams 
and intolerance shoddiness. 

There both direct and indirect financial 
advantage the selection the better 
equipment even appreciably increased 
cost. The better products last much longer, 
often many times long; they cost less for 
upkeep, repairs, and refinishing; they are 
easier for janitors keep good condition, 
and children take much greater interest 
caring for them. But the gain extends much 
further than this. Almost any teacher would 
agree that children better work when 
they like their equipment and take pride 
it, when they are comfortable and sitting 
easy and natural, when they are free 
from the annoyances and distractions incident 
squeaks, scratches, and disfigurements 
the furniture. may conservatively suggest 
that this improvement amounts 
per cent all their seated schoolwork. 
comparison with this the saving few 
school desk picayunish matter indeed. 
Any needless wastage educational results 
should estimated terms lifelong 
effects. 


Kinds Seating 


The modern trend rapid and decisive 
toward movable seating the classrooms. 
Advantages are the protection floors 
from hundreds screw holes, greater flexibil- 
ity with relation the varying size classes 
and methods instruction, economy both 
floor space and equipment through eliminat- 
ing unused seats, and 
variability classroom arrangements 
secure better lighting and working conditions.

Teacher supervision should easily avoid these 
objections. 

the kindergarten and primary grades 
far the kindergarten type instruction 
prevails, there should light chairs not more 
than inches high and usually inches, 
which the children can carry about readily. 
Group worktables should inches 
larger, free from drawers, stretchers, 
corner legs which interfere with the children’s 
knees. soon reading and writing activ- 
ities become the dominant type the pupils’ 
seated work, each individual should have his 
own completely separate and private desk for 
which alone responsible. Movable desk 
units have within recent years been brought 
very high state perfection respect 
posture, comfort, and all classroom use 
values. The best them are very attractive, 
convenient, and durable. Each pupil should 
have his own completely individualized desk, 
selected properly adjusted his size 
requirements, and addition there should 
one more large room project tables 
with complement several light chairs. 
The best lighted portion the room should 
reserved and fully utilized for the regular 
seated work. the other side the room 
should the project tables, artificially lighted 
far necessary, and much open floor 
space for free activities practicable. 

Individual chairs and tables for regular 
classroom seating purposes are subject the 
objection that they require about per cent 
additional floor space provide for the 
moving the chair back and forth from 
its table.

The Greeks realized that real beauty 
design implied the revealing materials 
the forms and shapes used. The Gothic 
architects worked the same principle. 
present, modern architects are endeavoring 
carry out the same philosophy. 

Education, the parochial school well 
in. the public school, present passing 
through transition period.

Many schools with approved 
teaching methods that meet 
standards, completely ignore the concept 
health. difficult understand how school 
administrators can place such emphasis 
cleanliness and fail put these into actual 
practice the washroom facilities provided 
the school. Yet, the lesson cleanliness 
and health care pivotal one. well 
learned, means life attainment and 
usefulness citizen; entirely ignored, 
life illness and dependence upon family 
state. Stanley Hall, noted American 
psychologist and educator, has summed 
the relation health knowledge his 
much quoted statement: 

ton knowledge bought the cost 
ounce health, which the most 
ancient and precious form wealth and 
worth, costs more than its value.” 


Cleanliness Essential 


Every school that aspires make useful 
and clear-thinking citizens out the chil- 
dren under its care, should have easily 
accessible washroom 
facilities the highest quality. And responsi- 
bility does not stop there. These facilities

should kept immaculately clean and 


excellent condition. 


Many schools accommodate 
and elementary grades the same building.

These facilities 


should easily accessible, and 


should supervise the hand washing and 


dispensing towels.

contains individual lavatories vitreous

crack, and easy keep clean. damp 
doth quickly removes all dirt and leaves the 


spotless and glistening. Each lavatory 
have its own soap dispenser.

Spout opening should 
least one and one-half inches above the 
the bowl prevent back siphonage. 
Many school officials prefer 
Another faucet this type can 
adjusted close slowly, eliminating the need 
holding the faucet open filling the basin, 
thus permitting the child wash under run- 
water. 
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Because faucets and valves are the wear- 
ing parts the plumbing system, they should 
faucets valves because maintenance 
costs inferior fittings more than offset the 
small initial difference price. The better 
faucets and valves are made with removable 
wearing parts.

Provide Ample Toilet Facilities 


The number and size washrooms depend 
the number persons accom- 
modated. The National Council School- 
house Construction recommends for elemen- 
tary schools minimum one water closet 
for each girls, one for each boys, and 
one urinal for each boys; for the high 
school, one water closet for each boys, 
one for each girls, and one urinal for each 
boys. There should least one lavatory 
for every girls and one for the same 
number boys elementary schools.

Types Fixtures 


Lasting, trouble-free operation and easy 
cleaning are the most important requisites 
closet installation. There are three types 
closets; the wash-down, the reverse-trap, 
and the siphon-jet. The wash-down costs less 
because cheaper make. The siphon- 
jet costs the most because quality 
product every way. more sanitary. 
Having larger area bowl covered with 
water, has larger passageways and there- 
fore less likely stop up. Also has 
powerful flushing action. These qualities are 
essential school installations where 
impossible have the washroom constantly 
supervised, and children are likely abuse 
the fixtures. Siphon-jet closets will stand 
under hard usage, and the low cost main- 
tenance more than repays the slightly higher 
initial cost. The best fixtures are never 
expensive. 

Closets may either the floor type 
wall hung. This latter type preferred 
some school officials because allows for 
easier cleaning the floor surface. flush 
valves are used, advisable set them 
high enough pupils cannot kick the handles 
with their feet flushing the toilet. Because 
china handles are likely break, metal 
handles are preferred. order guard 
against the possibility back siphonage, 
desirable equip flush valves with vacuum 
breakers. 

widely recognized today that the 
elongated type closet bowl should used 
all public and school toilet rooms. Closet 
seats should the elongated 
type. The composit‘on hard-rubber seat 
preferable because strong and abso- 
lutely moisture, thus offering 
the utmost sanitary protection. 

provisions are necessary for kinder- 
garten children. Manufacturers have met this 
requirement with lower lavatories, lower 
closets, and smaller closet seats for very 
young children. One important caution the 
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installation closets for small children 
that the seat should not high 
make necessary for the child slide off 
and on. take care this, there are baby 
closets, inches high and junior closets, 
inches high. The special junior-size 
lavatory about inches high. 

Urinals may the wall stall type. 
The former have the advantage leaving 
the floors open and clean. Floor stalls 
vitreous china, are, however, more convenient 
they are suitable for any size child 
and are preferred many places for this 
reason. There little difference the cost 
the two models. 

Urinals may individually equipped with 
hand-operated flush valves with adjustable 
automatic flush valves tank porcelain 
enamel cast iron, vitreous china. There 
authorities regard the type flushing 
used. Some prefer urinals equipped with 
flushing tank which operates automatically 
twelve times per hour each. While this 
type flushing guarantees periodic sanitary 
cleansing the fixtures, many believe that 
the hand-operated flush valve much more 
practical for school use because the saving 
water incurred. Both types fixtures are 
the highest quality and individual school 
preference must determine the type 
installed. 

When floor-type urinals are used, eco- 
nomical have them installed with the floor 
sloping toward them. Thus, excess water 
scrubbing the floor, etc., drains into the 
urinals, and this does away with the necessity 
for other drains. 


Safe Drinking Fountains 

Growing children require abundance 
pure, fresh water and they should en- 
couraged drink it. School authorities rec- 
ognize that one the greatest incentives 
the forming this habit the constant sug- 
gestion furnished drinking fountains con- 
veniently located. The most sanitary drinking 
fountain the market today the angle jet 
type. Mounted with guard which prevents 
the lips the drinker from touching the jet 
where the stream emerges, the fountain 
throws the water into the receptor bowl 
angle which eliminates the possibility 
water dropping back onto the jet. The old 
style fountain, which the water bubbles 
straight and falls back into 
receptacle menace the health the 
students. Research several universities has 
disclosed that this type fountain spreads 
epidemics trench mouth 
coccus. 

Whether wall pedestal drinking fountains 
are used the school determined 
their location. Wall types, semi- wholly 
recessed, are especially suited for narrow 
corridors, other locations where space 
limited. The pedestal type, however, offers 
the advantage being suitable for location 
the center rooms hallways, and 
being freestanding. available for use from 
any side. Multiple-type drinking fountains, 
equipped with from two four angle jet 
guarded bubblers set single, long trough 
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Illustration The drinking fountain with 


angle stream approved the 
American Public Health Association. The 
lips the user cannot come direct 
contact with the jet openings. Thus com- 
municable diseases such colds 
trench mouth cannot spread the 
angle-stream type fountain. Since the 
fountain head placed above the bowl, 
there possibility water contami- 
nation due back siphonage. 


receptacle, are available for school use. 

special type jet has been manufactured 
which guards against water squirting. When 
the thumb placed over the stream opening, 
water instantly directed into the bowl 
through specially constructed slot arrange- 
ment. Other types jets are made with 
guards that fingers cannot placed 
the supply nozzle. 

Receptors may vitreous glass, 
porcelain enamel cast iron. The most 
satisfactory receptor is, course, vitreous 
china, this not only represents the max mum 
sanitation but easily cleaned. Self-closing 
supply valves are usually preferred, they 
prevent waste water, but when fountains 
are used small children continuous-flow 
valves are desirable. Fountains are equipped 
with automatic stream regulator for each 
drinking jet assure constant height 
the stream. 

Drinking fountains should not located 
washrooms. The most convenient and sani- 
tary location the halls where they will 
available the largest number children. 
The average number drinking fountains 
one for every children. Since all want 
drink the same time, and many cases 
have to, because teachers try keep the 
halls clear, the absolute minimum one for 
every children. Fountains for children 
should waist high, and low benches should 
provided for the kindergarten children 
stand while drinking.

playground, school authorities today consider job 
showers almost indispensable 
protection for the students.- 
Shower rooms should easily accessible recent
